is better to start right than later to be 
compelled to reorgan ize or possibly 
full, the departmen t poin ts out. 
Studies by the departm en t of more 
tlmn 10,(XX) co-operative organ ization s 
n ow in existen ce, an d « which comprise 
approximately 70 per cen t of all such 
association s in the Un ited States em­ 
phasize the fact that success in co­

These organ ization s, some 
of which have been in existen ce more 
than 20 y ears have at times been put 
to severe tests, but through loy al mem­ 
bership, sin glen ess of purpose, an d 
busin esslike man agemen t have w eath­ 
ered the recurrin g storms of econ omic 
con dition s.

The history of agricultural co-opera­ 
tion in the Un ited States run s back to 
the Civil war.
